A Num'ber of Reasons Why MnBlc Should 


Be TaoRht In Onr Pu1>Hc Schools and 


How It Should Be Taught. 


Ed. Times:—If the reporter of the 


Blade who wrote the article entitled, 
"Some Musical Notes," would have 
displayed the least bit of courtesy he 
would not have fought ifc over some- 
body else's shoulder. If the writer will 
appoint a time when he is at leisure I 
would like to take some private in- 
struction in regard to teaching musio. 
Although I have followed this vocation 
for twenty-three years, I do not think 
myself too old to learn something more 
in regard to its workings. 
I will not 


raise the question, nor try to decide on 
what grounds music has been dropped, 
as' the tales connected therewith are 
too numerous to mention. 
The first 


thing that anyone should do when he 
undertakes to write on any point [is to 
acquaint himself with the subject. 
If 


the taxpayer who paid from thirty to 
eighty-five cents each for music books 
would have gone to any of the leading 
book-stores in the oity he could have 
ascertained that the same books could 
have been purchased for twenty-one to 
fifty-nine cents. 
Furthermore 
every 


book is used two years successively. 
Therefore it is a plain falsehood that 
children are obliged to buy books every 
year. 
If musio should go back, and 


the taxpayer is not willing to buy 
books, he oan call on me an-S I will 
furnish the same free of charge. 
As 


music has been taught six years the neoes 
sary music books are found in almost 
every family. 
How much has the cost 


of a special music teacher added to the 
tax duploate? Not one cent. The tax 
duplicate has been increased because the 
number of schools has been increased, 
and therefore has increased the expense. 
If the man's children who cannot read 
a note will inqniro into the facts he 
will find that they are at fault, and not 
the teacher,the books nor the course or 
system pursued can be blamed. Why, 
there are children in the schools who 
have been in the same grade for years we 
suppose, according to the above theory, 
the books or teaoher are at fault. 
It 


is a very onrioua thing that music 
teachers from other cities oome here to 
gee the workings of our muaio system 
and pronounce it excellent and follow 
it up. 
If all the children would do 


what is right, oh, what a glorious time 
the teachers would have! If this man 
will take the pains to go to tho office 
aud look over the last examination, his 
assertions will be stamped as an in- 
fninons lie. He will find that not 
quite throe tier cent, of the children 
failed in this branch. 
To be more 


plain, not three out of every hundred. 
One beautiful thing about the exami- 
nation in mnsio ia that the special 
teaohor is not present when the same is 
given, but the regular teacher of tbe 
room attends to same. 
How oan chil- 


dren give correct answers to the ques- 
tions if they do not know them, as they 
are not permitted to have any books or 
papers about them pertaining to the 
subject? The only way they can get 
the answers, if they do not know them, 
is to steal the same from others who 
do. 
If children do not wish to learn, 


who oan make them? The old adage 
may be applied very well in such a 
case: "You can lead an ox to water, 
but you cannot make him drink.". I 
am sorry to learn that we have chil- 
dren in tho oity of Portsmouth who 
have snob little feeliug or ear for 
musio that they cannot sing "Yankee 
Doodle." If the parents of that child 
will call at my residence I am willing 
to give it special 
instruction gratis, 


until "Taxpayer" thinks he has the 
full benefit of his money and is able to 
read tho notes. 
If the teaching of 


muaio in the pnblio schools has not had 


any good results; why did the press of 
the city unanimously praise the class 
of '97 for their fine singing at the 
Second Presbyterian church at 
the 


baccalaureate services held there last 
June. Everyone who attended this ser- 
vice was of the opinion that it was ex- 
ceptionally fine. When before in the 
history of Portsmouth has this ever 
taken place? If the writer of the 
article in the Blade would have visited 
the schools last year when in session 
he would have changed his mind. The 
private pupils that I have could read 
the notes and understood all about the 
principles of musio before they came 
t"o me, although they had never taken a 
lesson before, 
only- such 
instruction 


as they had reecived at school. Because 
some children make a failure of a cer- 
tain branch is it called a fraud and 
should not be taught? What is a fraud? 
Look up your word and yon will find 
that it means "a 
wilful deceit, a 


breach of trust." I do not think that 
I have'wilfnlly deceived anyone, and 
if I have, let tha writer prove it. How 
does "Taxpayer" know whether mnsio 
has been taught right or not? Is he 
an expert on this subject? Has he ever 
visited the schools and taken 
points? 


If BO, let him point out where it is 
faulty. 
Another reason given is econ- 


omy. Figure out the coat. There are 
thirty-eight weeks in a school year, 
and it costs twenty-five cents for each 
room, or less than ONE GENT PBK 
WEEK.

If every one would have his 
gay and opinion, there would be no 
school at all, except a primary school 
for tho purpose of teaching reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Is it the pur-

the witness stand has disclosed and 
developed more than we promised you.
